Washington, .Tan. 
28.—Following a 
conference at the White House it was 
officially announced that the contract 
for building the Panam a canal would 
be awarded lo William .T. Oliver, who. 
with Anson M. Bangs, was the lowest 
bidder in the recent competition, pro­ 
vided that within the next ten days 
he associated himself 
with at least 
two 
Independent contractors 
whose 
skill and experience, 
combined with 
his own. shall cover the entire field of 
work to be performed under the con­ 
tract. 
President 
Roosevelt Friday 
night 
took the position that since Mr. Oliver 
had met all the requirements of the 
government, it would be unjust to re­ 
ject his bid of 0.75 per cent for the 
construction of the canal or even to 
require him to submit a new bid for 
the 
contract. 
Mr. 
Oliver 
had 
in­ 
formed the president that it. was his 
desire to submit an independent bid 
for the work and that when the canal 
commission 
officials 
informed 
Ti im 
that it would be necessary to form va 
partnership with some other financial­ 
ly responsible contractor 
they even 
went so far as to suggest that he en­ 
ter into an agreement with Anson M. 
Bangs of New York city. 
Mr. Oliver 
said that after receiving this sugges­ 
tion from Chairman Shunts he visited 
the war department and was informed 
that Bangs would be entirely satisfac­ 
tory to the government. 
Mr. Oliver 
told the president that with this as­ 
surance as to the 
reliability of Mr. 
Bangs he immediately entered into an 
agreement with the New York con­ 
tractor. 
Wanted All Bids Rejected. 


Powerful influences were brought to 
bear on the president and Secretary 
Taft to reject all bids and advertise 
for newr proposals, hut the president 
insisted 
that Mr. 
Oliver should 
be 
given a reasonable time 
in which to 
make a satisfactory arrangement to 
substitute some other contractor or 
group of contractors to take the place 
of Mr. Bangs. 
At the 
White House 
conference 
on Saturday 
night 
the 
friends of the McArthur-Gillesple syn­ 
dicate argued that the contract figure 
should be increased to fi per cent of 
the total cost of construction and that 
the contract be awarded to Oliver, Mc 
Arthur and Gillespie. 
Tills 
sugges­ 
tion, however, did not meet with the 
approval of the New York firm, who 
insLsted that they could not undertake 
the work for less than 12.50 per cont 
of the total cost. the figure mentioned 
in their original bld. 
The president, 
Secretary Taft and the canal commis­ 
sion officials then decided to award 
the contract to Mr. Oliver, provided 
he could make satisfactory arrange­ 
ment with at least two other financial­ 
ly responsible contractors. 
Secretary Taft and 
R. R. Rogers, 
general counsel to the canal commis­ 
sion, 
were in 
conference with 
the 
president for two hours and the whole 
matter was again gone over. 
At the 
direction of the president, Mr. Rogers 
prepared the official statement for I he 
press. 
When informed of the statement is­ 
sued by direction of the president, Mr. 
Oliver’s representative said: 
“There is absolutely no doubt about 
Mr. Oliver Tieing able to fulfil the re- 
nuirements of th® canal commission. 
There are now at least twenty of the 
most responsible contractors 
In the 
United States who have expressed a 
willingness to join Mr. Oliver in the 
work of constructing the canal at the 
figure mentioned in his original bid. 
These 
names will 
be submitted 
to 
President 
Roosevelt 
with proof 
of 
their financial ability. 
Before enter­ 
ing Into 
another arrangement, 
Mr. 
Oliver wants to know’ positively that 
the contractor he chooses will be ac­ 
ceptable to the government.’’

Joint Postal Commission 
Makes 
Its 
Report. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Tile report of* 
the joint postal commission authorized 
ut tho last session of congress to in­ 
vestigate and report to that body its 
conclusions on tin' operation and ef­ 
fect of the existing law relative to the 
second class mail 
matter, and what 
changes, if any. should he made, has 
been made public. 
The commission 
makes a number of sweeping recom­ 
mendations looking to a reform in the 
postal 
service, and 
lias drafted 
a 
measure embodying such changes as 
it thinks ought to he made. 
Among 
the most important 
additions to ex­ 
isting 
law as regards 
second-class 
mail matter embodied in this measure 
are the following: 
A newspaper 
or other 
periodical 
may he in part composed of advertise­ 
ments which are permanently inserted 
in, or attached to the same, hut such 
advertisements 
shall not 
constitute 
mort' than 50 per centum of the super­ 
ficial area of any issue of tin* publica­ 
tion; nor shall 
any advertisement lie 
printed 
on card, clot ii 
or any 
sub­ 
stance other than palier, nor upon pa­ 
per of greater weight than the text of 
such publication. 
An issue of 
a newspaper or other 
periodical may lie composed of parts 
or sections, hut all such parts or see 
tions shall lie made of the same size. 
form and weight of paper, and shall, 
when taken together form one com­ 
plete and identifiable whole. 
All pro­ 
visions of law applicable 
to a news­ 
paper or periodical shall apply equally 
to each end every section thereof. 
WitD a regular issue of a newspaper 
or other periodical 
the supplement 
may be inclosed or folded 
Supplements shall not be printed on 
any other substance I Dan paper nor, 
except in the case of malts and plans 
illustrative of the te\a, 
shall lie of 
different forms from tile main body of 
tDf* publication 
No supplement shall 
lie composed of or contain advertise­ 
ments, but the same shall be confined 
to m atter germane to tho regular is­ 
sue and supplied in order to complete 
matter left Incomplete 
In the main 
body of the publication. 
The proposed law refuses the sec­ 
ond-class rate to 
periodical publica­ 
tions consisting wholly or substantial 
Iv of fiction.

Thirty Thousand People Pay Tribute 
at Detroit. 
Detroit, Jan 28.—Nearly SO,OOO peo­ 
ple paid tribute to the memory of Sen­ 
ator It. A. Alger as lits body lay in

For 
three 
hours and 
a half a 
continuous, un­ 
broken double 
line of men,

and children passed rapidly through 
the corridor 
for a last look

dead senator. 
Guarded by Company G, Seventh 
United States infantiy, the body lay 
on a bier under a beautiful canopy of 
American flags, surrounded by stately 
cairns. 
4 silk flag was draped over

Feet and L'mhs of Boy or Young 


Man 
Found on Track in 


Shop Yards Sunday 


REMAINS 
OF

Killed at Aitkin Saturday Night 


and Limbs Were Brought to 


Brainerd on Car Trucks 


Tho employes of the Northern Pacific 
made a horrible find on tho tracks oast 
of town. They discovered tho foot and 
legs of ii human being, tho clothing 
which hung to them saturated with 
blood. The discovery was made about 
noon Sunday. 
As thoro had been a 
young roan killed at Aitkin by a west 
bound freight tho night bofore that city 
was communicated with to know if any 
of the members were missing and word 
was received that they were and to 
send the parts found thoro on the first 
train, which was done.* 
A boy first discovered the fragments 
near tho crossing at the east end of the 
long siding east of the shops. 
When he 
saw them one foot and leg lay between 
the rails and the other outside. 
He 
came to town to tell tho railroad men of 
his find and while ho was gone an extra 
came along and ii ragged one foot and 
leg down to tho shops. 
Marl Hay, who was killed at Aitkin, 
was the son of the superintendent of 
tho electric light plant there. 
Ile is 
said by trainmen to have been in tho 
habit of jumping onto every train that 
came along and catching a ride. He 
was at the depot and was talking to 
Conductor Bahr, who was in charge of 
tho train by which he was killed. 
Bahr 
was waiting to meet an extra and after 
that pulled in his train pulled out of 
the siding and stopped and shut the 
switch. Nothing was seen or heard of 
young Hay by tho train crew after he 
was talking to tho conductor, but when 
tho crew arrived at Brainerd blood was 
seen on the car wheels. The first that 
was known by anyone of tho accident 
was when the body was found by the 
section mon beside the track out on the 
main lino beyond tile switch. The boy’s 
hat was found on the siding inside the 
switch and it is supposed that ho was 
struck there. 
It is supposed that ho jumped upon 
the train to ride up to the crossing near 
which his hat was found, as that cross­ 
ing was only a block from his home. 
The snow is piled high beside the track 
along the siding, and for a distance out­ 
side the switch, but shortly this side of 
the switch the track is on a till and 
there was no snow along the side and 
when the body reached that placo it 
rolled to one side where it was found. 
There can no blame fall on the crew of 
the train in the matter, as the accident 
occurred in tho night. The blood on 
the cars show conclusively that he was 
either trying to crawl through the train 
or was trying to catch a ride. The 
fragments found here were returned to 
Aitkin on No. 12 Sunday.

This is the tiroo of year when nil busi­ 
ness men take account of stock, figure 
up tho previous year’s stock arni lay 
their plans for tho corning one. 
Would 
it not bo a good plan for the farmer to 
likewise? 
Make a list of tho personal 
property on the farm, including the 
live stock and machinery. 
Make also a 
list of the dobts owing, if any, and of all 
accounts due you. 
If it is the first 
time you have done so it may prove a 
surprise to jou to see in black and 
white just where you stand in those 
matters. 
Lay this invoice away care­ 
fully for comparison next year. 
When 
next January cemes mako another list, 
without referring to tho first one and 
thou compare them. 
It will give you a 
much clearer idea of tho year’s progress 
than can be secured any other way. 
In 
live stock especially the fluctuations of 
the market, may make an apparent gain 
or loss when Hueh does not exist, but 
tho numerical list of stock, taken with 
the other, will gives as close an idea of 
tho value as the business man gets from 
his invoice. This list will also show in 
which linos of stock the increase has 
been most rapid, of course taking into 
consideration the stock sold or butch­ 
ered.

Another thing that can be done to ad­ 
vantage on stormy days is to plan the 
work for the coming year. The suc­ 
cessful business man always lays plans 
to increase his business. The success­ 
ful farmer will lay plans to increase his 
output. He will plan each year to got a 
little more land under cultivation and 
get a little better crops from the land 
he had been cultivating. This latter 
may be done by getting a line of seed 
better adapted to the soil and climate 
than heretofore used, it may be achieved 
by better and more thorough cultiva­ 
tion of ttie soil bofore planting or dur­ 
ing the growth of the crop or it may be 
done by the use of manure or other fer- 
tilzer.

In the matter of seeds, a word of 
caution may be of avail. The seeds 
which proved successful and profitable 
in Iowa or Illinois, oven if of early vari­ 
eties, prove often less than no value in 
central and northern Minnesota. The 
writer has used the very same varieties 
of seed from the same growers in Iowa 
and in Crow Wing county. The name 
itself was a guarantee of perfection for 
that climate, but when used hero the 
seeds failed in germinative power, rug­ 
gedness of growth and productiveness. 
Minnesota grow n seeds bought in the 
local grocery stores proved much more 
dependable. 
—O'— 
In the matter of cultivation a promi­ 
nent farm paper gives figures of a test 
on corn cutivated two, throe and four 
times, and show that tho percentage of 
increase in favor of thorough cultiva­ 
tion far exceeded the extra work. It is 
impossible to raise two crops on the 
land, especially if one of them is weeds. 
In a dry season, especially on sandy soil, 
a continued stirring of the soil will 
bring the moisture to the surface and 
corn thoroughly and frequently culti­ 
vated will far excell that which was not.

Riley’s Theme Tonijrht, "Brain- 


crd's Husbands and Fathers" 
Last night the tabernacle was filled 
to overflowing, many standing to hear 
what fir. Riley had to say on “Tho Last 
on Earth,” while tho afternoon service 
was more than two thirds full of the 
male population who listened to the 
evangelist speak on the sixth command­ 
ment of the Mosaic codo. 
Tho principle points of the afternoon 
sermon lecture dealt with homicide, in 
fanticido and suicide, anil was one of 
heart searching nature. 
Dr. Riley lay­ 
ing special emphasis on the possibili­ 
ties of man committing soul suicide in 
cutting tho vital currents of the spirit­ 
ual nature within. “Many a ma ,” said 
the speaker, “has stifled his own con­ 
science, dwarfed his own mind, sapped 
his physical energies, and starved his 
spirit, until he has become spiritually 
dead tothingsof character and destiny.’ 
The workers in the religious series 
were greatly encouraged at the results 
of the evening service. After tho pow­ 
erful handling of tho Bible story of tho 
Rich Fool, several rows of men and wo­ 
men who had been moved to a bettor 
life were at the front giving their names 
and addresses as a vow that they would 
live 
Christian 
lives. 
The loading 
thought of the sermon was to tho effect 
that men and women who had time 
enough to eat and drink, physical ener­ 
gies and montnl acumen to accumulate 
money, had time enough and brains 
enough to think of religious things; 
that the .saddest mistake that men make 
is to think that material things ran 
make happy the spirit within; that real 
happiness was a condition of the heart 
and mind, internal principles within, 
more than external things. 
At the evening service the largest 
numbers of the entire services were seen 
in the choir, and they never sang more 
sweetly and effectively than they did 
last night.
